How the Craze Starte’ in New York — 
Mc‘hods of Attracting Visitors to 
Rin is—Giri Champions. 

The New York Sus says that one year 
ago, after the closing of the American 
Institute, an association of young men, 
who called themselves the Olympian 
Club, leased the institute building, laid 
asmooth floor, and advertised a roller 
skating rink. They gave prizes to various 
soits of champion skaters, organized 
skating carnivals, and did other things 
to attract the public to the rink, and 
succeeded in making a profitable place of 
amusement. The scheme was not new, 
but it was the only place of the kind in 
New York. It contributed a great deal 
t popular- 
e buildiog 
is used as @ rink this winter under an- 
other management, but it finds a long 
list of competitors seeking for the pa- 
tronage of the public, all of whom are 
drawing crowds, while the old place is 
just as popular and profitable’ as ever. 
Just how this pastime grew in popular 
favor no one seems to know. Parents 
have given roller skates to their children 
for years past, and the little ones have 


increased the perils of the street in conse- | 


quence. When the first rink was opened 
the prospect of a glass-smooth floor drew 
the oe of the youngsters who 
could afford to pay the dime demanded 
for admission. The older brothers and 
ssiters went along to see the fun and 
meet their friends. Very often mothers 
went to look after the wee little tots who 
had to have skates made to order to get 
them small enough, while fathers dropped 


in to iook after the mothers. Once there | 


they all stay longer than they intended. 
The gliding skaters, moving apparently 
without effort around and aroynd, or in 
and out in giaceful curves, fascinate 
them. Good-looking youn 
seemed pretticr when on the floor, and 
plain voung women became charming 
through their grace and skill. Even the 
young men, while trembling in antici- 
pation of untoward accidents, seemed to 
enjoy themseives, and after awhile the 
mothers and the fathers were induced to 
try the skates just to please the children. 


The result is that old and young patronize | 
the rinks with equal relish. The sport |

As amoral show the skating rink is 
only equaled by Artemus Ward's wax 
works, ‘‘The only regular rink io the 
country,” said an editor of Rink and 
Roller, the organ of the sport, ‘‘where 
anything stronger than cider is sold is in 
wicked Chicago. The rinks are even in- 
curring the active hostility of the saloons 
because the young men prefer rollers and 
lemonade.to pool for drinks. The rink 
men are not professed missionaries, but 
if they sold beer their respectable custom 
would leave, and that would kill thnm.” 

Certain features are common to all 
rinks. The floor must be very smooth 
and hard, and as noiseless as it can possi- 
bly be made. The best floors are laid 
with alternate slips of map'e and birch, 
one inch thick and one inch and a hal: 
wide. Floors cost from ten cents a foo 
up to three or four times that sum 
Around the floor are seats for skaters and 
spectators, and above are galleries for 
spectators. There are candy and soda- 
water stands in all rinks, and stalls for 
renting skates, over 2,000 pairs of skates 
being kept in stock at some of the

The Right Rev. Bishop Turner 
in his most admirable address on 
the occasion of the opening of the 
Department of Colored Exhibits at 
the New Orleans Exposition struck 
the key-note in locating the Negro’s 
grievance in America, when he 
said: “‘ The American nation un- 
derstands how to let the Negro 
die in defense of her government, 
but it does not understand how to 
preserve to the Negro his rights of 
citizenship.” No word painting 
could have more tersely or graph- 
ically stated the situation. The 
Negro has never faltered in his 
duty to his country in the hour of 
trial; his loyalty has never been 
questioned; his blood on every 
battlefield since the foundation of 
the government has mingled with 
that of his pale faced brother, yet 
he is debarred from enjoying in 
traveling, privileges accorded a 
thief; murderer, or escaped con- 
vict, provided he has a white face. 
A Negro, no matter how respect- 
able or well educated he may be, 
livesin a sort of dread of insult on 
account of his color. If he enters 
a church, presumably dedicated to 
the worship of God, controlled by 
white people, the spirit of caste 
immediately drives the spirit of 
the Holy Ghost out of the windows. 
If he attends a place of amuse- 
ment he divides attention with 
the performers. They say the 
Negro is over-sensitive as to his 
color, Ifso, it is not to be won- 
dered at—is he not constantly re- 
minded of it. Do what he may 
or go where he will it is there, 
and nothing seemingly that he 
can do can quiet its hellish in- 
justice towards him. It closes the 
workshops, mercantile life, bank- 
ing institutions and almost every 
avenue of life wherein he might 
demonstrate his ability and ac. 
cumulate something for a rainy 
day. True there are notable ex- 
ceptions wherein fame and wealth 
have been acquired by colored 
men, which proves the possibili- 
ties of the race when affurded an 
opportuuity, but even in the ex- 
ceptional cases they are regarded 
by acertain class as “ Niggers,” 
and never will be anything else. 
If a respectable colored person in 
Washington need to rent a house 
they are confronted on the thres- 
hold by the color objection. If a 
schoolhouse is to be built for col- 
orea children, some section like 
that in Georgetown, surrounded 
by dens of infamy is deemed good 
enough. The Negro is sensitive, 
and he would be beneath the brute 
if he were otherwise. Let the 
white man change places with 
him for awhile and see how he 
would like to be pointed and 
sneered at because in the coloring 
Nature raised the shade a trifle. 
The Negro asks for no preferment 
on account of colpr, but demands 
that he shall be accorded an equal 
chance in life with others in a 
country which gave him birth, 
and for which and over which he 
bas given his heart’s blood.

POWER OF THE COLORED 
CITIZEN. 


BY R. 8. LAWS.

Editor of the Washington 
Dear Sir: 

After a careful review of the sit- 
uation of things 1n general, includ- 
ing the fact that we as the colored 
race in America, and so considered 
by every conceivable act of legis- 
lation, both State and National, 
are now left exposed to the mercy 
of what is termed “ Our worst en- 
enemy,” the Democratic party. I 
have concluded to write upon the 
position, rights, and power of the 
colored citizen; I only wish, how- 
ever, to impress our readers with 
this idea: That it is impossible to 
make us an inferior race. The 
white race can, with our permiss- 
place us in an inferior position 
and reduce us to a worthless con- 
dition, and a menial use for their 
convenience, but this must be with 
the aid and consent of the colored 
people themselves. For as I have 
already said that our American 
equality was only a constitutional 
sanction not a diviné creation, and 
therefore it ranks higher than any 
party and cannot change that race 
distivetion nor transfer its obliga- 
tions as parties have always <one, 
even though against their will and 
party interest. Races produce 
parties, and are living when parties 
can only be Jremembered by the 
history ot another age, and out- 
live parties, generations and na- 
tions. For a change in public sen- 
timent eliminates parties, ages, gen 
erations and wickedness nations. 
Therefore, the only coraparative 
equality, the colored race has, is 
that of like equality, and that 
quality comprises the material 
composition of the three races, 
the Ethiopian, African, or colored 
race, the Hebrew, Asiatic or Mon- 
golian race, andthe Gentile, Euro 
pean or white race. Viewing the 
position of the colored race as it is 
before this country, there is not a 
State or Territory in the United 
States, but what this race has as- 
sisted in felling the trees, cultivat- 
ing the soil and building the 
houses within the last 265 years. 
The census of the United States 
shows the complete spread and 
permanent settlement of the col- 
ored race throughout every State 
and Territory as above named. 
Their proportinate numbers in the 
several States are to these States 
what their aggregate is to the 
nation. 

The inevitable and forthcoming 
inter-race emigration, which has 
always increased the race to its 
present number of nearly 9,000,000, 
will ever continue to increase it, 
thns notwithstaeding all antimely 
prohibitory and proscriptive nat- 
uralization laws against persous of 
ourrace becoming naturalized cit- 
izevs to this country in common 
with other foreigners, and though 
denied the right to equal ativan- 
tages of education, yet their intel- 
lectual developments and growth 
are proportionally equal to the 
whites.

of educational comparison of the

THE 23D. ANNIVERSARY CELEBRATION 
THE GREAT DAY TO BE CELEBRATED 
PERRY CARSON KNOCKED OUT. THE 
PEOPLE VINDICATED FOR HIS TREACH- 


ERY TO GEN. LOGAN. MR. CHASE 
ELECTED Px#ESIDENT. THE CHIEF 
MAHSHAL ELECTED. MR. CHASE’S 
KESOLUTIONS WELOOMING CLEVE- 
LAND AND HENDRICKS. 


The largest convention that has 
ever been held in the District of 
Columbia, in the interest of the 
Emancipation Celebration, was at 
the armory of thé Washington Ca- 
dets, on last Satarday evening. 
There was about 150 delegates 
present, representing every organi- 
zation and twenty legislative dis- 
tricts in the District of Columbia. 
Before the convention convened 
speculation was supreme, whether 
Chase, Stewart, or the Carson com- 
bination would win. At 8 0,clock 
Mr. Chas. H. Marshal, chairman of 
the two conferences committees, 
called the convention to order, and 
on motion of Rev. R. 8. Laws, sec- 
onded by Mr. Chase, Mr. Marshal 
was elected temporary chairman, 
which was a signal for a Chase vic- 
tory, and Mr. Frank Boston was 
elected temporary secretary. On 
motien of mr. Randall Bowie, a 
comthittee on credentials was ap- 
pointed. While the committee was 
out enthusiastic speeches were made 
by Rev. R. 8S. Laws, Messrs. Jas. H. 
Smallwood, J. H. Lucas, and others. 
The committe on credentials re- 
ported, after which the convention 
went into permanent organization. 
mr. Bowie nominated mr. Chase as 
permanent chairman, seconded by 
mr. Smallwood, W. H. Barker and 
Rev. Laws. 

mr. Geo. W. Stewart was nomi- 
uated by Mr. Lucas, seconded by 
one Kev. (?) Bailey. A vote was 
taken and mr. Chase received seven- 
ty-seven and Mr. Stewart thirty, the 
former was declared elected, and 
on motion of Mr. Stewart, Mr. 
Chase’s election was made unami- 
nous. On motion, Mr. Stewart was 
instructed to escort the president 
elect to the chair, introduced his 
successful competitor, and said al 
though defeated, he would give the 
Emancipation Celebration his undi- 
vided support. Mr. Chase thanked 
the convention for the distinguish- 
ed honor conferred upon him, and 
assured all that with a good mar- 
al the 23d anniversary would be 
the grandeag in the history of the 
Negroes. After discussing several 
ippportant ay bjects pertaining to the 
emancipation, he informed the con- 
vention that he was ready for bnsi- 
ness. The clection of a secretary 
was the next business in order. 
Messrs. C, C. Stewart, J. F. Boston, 
S. Jones and Geo. W. Stewart were 
nominated. Mr, C. C. Stewart, in a 
neat little speech said that he could 
not remain a candidate as long as 
his brother remained in the field, 
he would therefore decline and ap- 
beal to the convention to support 
his brother. Mr. Geo. W. Stewart 
thanked the convention and his 
brother and declined to be a candi- 
date. The contest was between 
Messrs. Boston and Jones,and the 
former was elected, after which Mr. 
Chas. H. Marshal was elected mar- 
shal by acclamation. 

Mr. Smallwood.took the chair, so 
as to enable Mr. Chase to offer the 
following resolutions: 

WHEREAS the 234d Anniversary of the 
Emancipation of the District slaves will be 
celebrated April 16, 1885, and, as we, the citi- 
zens of the District of Columbia have met in 
convention to perfect the necessary arrange- 
ments for said anniversary, we believe it to be 
our duty, a@ Hberated people, to express our 
gratitude to the Republican party that was in- 
strumental in liberating a helpless people an 
extending to them the rights of citizenship ; 
and while we are not unmindful of the many 
outrages committed against our people in the 
face of the Republican party and the revoca- 
tion of our rights by @ Kepublican Supreme 
Court, we are still erateful to that party for 
what it has done for the colored people. And 
since the power of the Republican party will 
soon pass out of existence, for a time, into the 
hands of a party known as the Democracy, 
which we haye always deemed to be inimical 
to our interests, notwithstanding We don’t 
believe thatthe Democracy of to-day is the 
Democracy prior to the days of Reconstruc- 
tion, and 

Whereas, by the Constitution of the United 
States weare, and always have been, Amert- 
can citizens, and the enslavement of the 
Negroes was not only against the principles 
of that constitution but a curse and a wrong 
in the eyes of God and the American people, 
who value and appreciate the fruits of liberty. 
We shall ever begratefulto those who advo- 
cated our liberation, and forever honor the 
memory of Frederick Douglass, Thadeus 


Stevens, William Loyd Garrison, Charles 
Sumner and the immortal Abraham Lincoln 


To THE REPUBLICAN PARTY 


which will soon pass out of power, we, the 
colored people of the District of Columbia ex- 
tend our thanks and gratitude. We deem the 
late defeat of that party not a curse but a re- 
buke for ita own folly in its attempt to elect a 
President without the aid of the Negro. 
Where the rights and liberties of the people 
are involved, we deem that such should have 
| been the first and only question at issue, and, 
Whereas, the President and vice-President 
elect Cleveland and Hendricks have declared 
that the Negroes of this country shall not be 
disturbed in their rights, we, the delegates of 
the District jof Columbia, in convention as- 
sembled and in the name of 70,000 citizens, 
welcome to the capital of the nation the Pres- 
ident and vice-President elect Cleveland and 
Hendricks, with a sincere hope that they will 
be rulers of the people and for the people, ir- 
respective of color or previous condition of 
servitude.

Rey. Laws offered the following 


resolution, which was adopted : 


“Resolved That in view of the shortness of 
time and great need of funds for the :8d An- 
niversary of the Emancipation of the District 
Slaves, therefore be it 

Resolved By this convention that the sev- 
eral churciies of the District be requested to 
set apart the fifth Sunday in March to take up 
a collection for the exclusive benefit of the 
Emancipation Celebration as above,”’
